Paris, August 2 (ZP) — T he R ules 
com m ittee of the European Peace 
conference sp en t most of its fifth

M any of th e sm aller nations, led 
by New Z ealand, lined up against a

T he deputies were searched by 
mem bers of the crowd and then, 
w ith th eir h an d s still high, were 
m arched back into th e jail to be 
locked up "for th e night.” 
As one officer stepped up to be 
searched, a group of th e besiegers

m auled him before he was herded 
back into th e jail. 
One defender w as found lying, se­ 
verely wounded, inside the jail door 
and th e Foree hospital reported five 
m en had been adm itted since the 
surrender.

“T he idea of religion need not 
en ter into the picture,’’ S h ild t a d d ­ 
ed. because all the say th e H offm an 
orphanage will have in th e conduct 
of the school is th e sam e as you, or 
any o th er patron has. All H offm an's 
cloes Is ren t the school building to 
us. T he board hires th e teachers, 
and conducts th e school ju st as 
it does any other school building 
in 
the 
tow nship. 
H offm an's 
has 
n othing to do w ith th e .school other 
th a n to provide th e building, heat 
and sim ilar facilities, for w hich we 
iii tu rn pay rent. 
“W hile no ones likes to close n 
school w hich for years lias been a 
p art of th e com m unity life, th e day 
of the one room school is past. 
U nder the new school act os soon 
as th e w ar em ergency is declared 
over we will have to explain to th e 
sta te council of education why we 
have one room schools open and 
if th a t reason is not satisfacto ry the 
sta te will refuse to pay an y th in g 
tow ard its upkeep. U nder th e p ro ­ 
posed plan the state will pay .8648 
reim bursem ent, w hich m eans th a t 
for every dollar spent th e sta te pays 
us nearly 8 64 cents an d we spend 
actually about 134 cents. 
Says Money Ahead 
“In addition to the dollars and 
cents angle—and actually w hat w ith 
increased sfate reim bursem ent mid 
th e $200 we shall get for each of the 
one-room schools we close, th e to w n ­ 
ship will m ake m oney on th e d eal— 
we have the advantage of better 
I facilities 
and 
education 
for

I youngsters. 
“At H offm an’s th e ch ildren will 
have steam lipatea building, Indoor 
toilet facilities, an Indoor space in 
th e basem ent In w hich to e a t th eir 
lunch and the advantages of graded 
education. T here will be th ree te a c h ­ 
ers to handle and 
supervise 
the 
youngsters. They will have a play ­ 
ground. 
“Of course the consolidation p ro ­ 
posed Is Just for one year to sec 
how it works out.
